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, Contrary te a previcus report, the partisan centers are not only lecated in 


the Balsogala area, but also, pear Zemaitija, in the districts of Siaulai, 
Kelme, and “ryskalnial, aa well as in nerthern Lithuania along the Lithuanian 
border, mamoly in the Birzal, Pasvalys, and Zerasal areas. Partisan groups 


/ave algo opsrating in southern Lithuanle, namely, around Alytus, Xalvarlja, 
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and Vilkaviskis, and in the territory sround Vilna, Pabrade and Deuskininkeal. 


in conteel, northern end southern Lithesnia, there are only Iithwanian partisa 
groups; im the Vilna area, however, Polish partisan groups are also in evidence, 
(anders foliesers). These Polish partiean groups fight against a Cozammiet 
Poland and their appeals end often with the sentence: "Nlech wije polsska 
plala® (Long Live the white Poland). The Lithuanian partisans are often 

aided by the Polish pertisans, anc very often, steps are taken jointly. This

applies euly to the Vilna areca. 


Tae Lithuanian partioan movement is cirected by a central ageney which hag 

local vepresentatives ia nearly evary district, This is already obvious from 
appesia and notices which are signed "The Local Partisan Leader” (Sitios apsloities 
partisarm vwadas) or “The Lesdership of the Partisans of Tree Lithuania’ (Laiswes 
Lietuvos pactisany vadovyhe). 


The Lithaawian partisans were joined by a great many of the men belonging to 

the 2nd Lithuanlen National Division, formed in 1944, (irigade General Zemaitis). 
This division was sent to Smolensk for training: however, scaresly a day went 
by withont some of the men deserting and eseaping to Lithuania. 1% was rather 
diffleuls to esezpe, as the men were unuble te board a train on account ef the 
tight RR chacks; im addition, « travel permit (nrepuske) was necessary for every 
trip, ewen within Lithusnla. Tb was hoped to reduce the number of deserters 

by transfeming the endive Division te Lithuania from whore the men came 
(Ukmerge, Vilna, Jtenaj; however, just the opposite occurred, The men deserted 
in large geoups end joined the parvigans, taking thelr entire equipment with 
them, It @ren happened that the soldiers brought with them the chject they 

nad been detailed to enard. in 1945, when a group of men headed by a Tlewtenau:% 
had been assigned to guard a Seed transport, all the men Joined the partisans 
and took the food transport slong. 


The partisans hac 4 well-functioning provaganda group in the division which 
invited the men to join the purtisans as a matter of patriotic duty. In 
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addition, rumors were spread to the effect that the Russians, following pressure by 
Britain and America, were going to evacuate the Daltic area and that it was the 
duty of the partisan movement to show the world that it did not want to remain 
under Russian domination, 


6. In December, 1944, the li timeanian Minister of the Interior promised amesty to all 
partisens who gave themselves up volunterily; nevertheless, the first who reported. 
were immediately deported to Siberia, Kasalketan, and other places with the result 
that the resistance movement grev. Many tried to eseape to Germany, but the tight 
control, of the border police made this impossible. 
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
